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The bracket handle 21 is hollow and has an Inlet 22 which is 
open to the interior of the protective hood 15 as shown in Figures 3 and 4. 
It also has an outlet 23 arranged behind the handle region 21 1 as shown In 
Figures 1 and 2. Preferably the outlet 23 is located at or near the end of the 
bracket handle 21 which faces away from the inlet 22. The outlet 23 is 
dose denclosed by an outlet pipe 24 which can be formed preferably 
turnable. For the air cooling of the electric motor, the motor housing 12 has 
air inlet slots 25 shown in Figure 25. Air which is aspirated by a not shown 
air impeller connected for rotation with the driven shaft of the electric motor 
is aspirated through the air inlet slots. The air which is aspirated by the air 
impeller passes through the electric motor and is blown out as a heat- 
withdrawing motor spent air, and it is guided so that it flows into the inlet 22 
of the hollow bracket handle 21.
